President Truman replied to critics of 
his administration and the State Depart- 
ment in a formal address to the nation on 
Monday. , 

A check of the news agencies revealed 
that a large share of their reports were 
given over to an erratic and often near- 
irrational rebuttal by Sen. McCarthy—de- 
spite the fact McCarthy has been giving 
out interviews making the same ridiculous 
charges every day for weeks. 


Moreover, on the same day that Gen. 


Douglas MacArthur's former chief of in- 
telligence in the Pacific declared that 
Owen J. Lattimore had given the nation 
“invaluable” aid in intelligence work 
against Russia, that fact was in the second 
paragraph of most of the news service dis- 
patches; which again featured McCarthy, 
and it appeared almost nowhere in ‘the 
headlines. 

® That, we think, is a serious reflection 
on objective reporting. In his talk before 
the editors in convention at Washington 
last week, Sec. Acheson, referring to the 
orgy of smearing, said to the newsmen: 

“Now, I don’t ask you for sympathy. I 
don’t ask you for help: You are in a worse 
situation than I am. I and my associates 
are only the intended victims of this mad 
and vicious operation. But you, unhappily 
—you by reason of your calling—are par- 
ticipants. You are unwilling participants, 
disgusted participants, but, nevertheless, 
participants, and your position is far more 
serious than mine.” 

We agree with his analysis of the press 
position. 

There is no doubt, for example, that 
Louis F. Budenz believes Lattimore to be 
a concealed Communist. But Budenz, who 
gave 10 devoted years to the Communist 
Party, has produced no convincing evi- 
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dence. He is doing what a lot of well- 
meaning persons persist in doing—smear- 
ing everyone who doesn’t follow the 
Chiang Kai-shek line as a Communist or 
fellow traveler. 


A lot of, very fine Americans don’t like 
Chiang Kai-shek, and never will. They are 
better Americans than Mr. Budenz, having 
given no years at all to the Communists. 
But, Mr. Budenz apparently sees no mid- 
dle ground. He dogmatically takes the po- 
sition that if one is opposed to Chiang then 
one is not opposed to Communism. 


A great many persons, who have never 
served the Communists, refuse to believe 
Chiang good for China. These persons em- 
phatically are not Communists because of 
that position. 

Mr. Budenz also produces the really 
terrifying argument that even though Lat- 
timore is praised by MacArthur’s intelli- 
gence fof work against the Russians, even 
though there has been no following of the 
party line, the man still is guilty because 
all this was to hide his real position. That 
smacks of the worst of the inquisition— 
saying no matter what the evidence it 
doesn’t count. Don’t we still believe a man 
innocent until proved otherwise by evi- 
dence? 

We honor Mr. Budenz for his abandon- 
ment of the Communist Party in which he 
1ose to a high position—but it would be 
possible to turn his own weapons on him 
and say he is doing so merely to conceal 
kis real intent and that he is now a con- 
cealed Communist. We don’t say that and 
we don’t believe it. We don’t even know 
Mr. Lattimore. But, we don’t want to see 
the American system of innocence until 
guilt is proved done to death in the Mc- 
Carthy and Budenz method. 


A Way to Better Government 


Those interested in better government 
will find interesting and revealing the 
series beginning in today’s Constitution 
on the “ideal legislator” as seen by ex- 
perienced. political leaders. 

Georgia has its share of excellent legis- 
lators, deeply concerned with the prog- 
ress and welfare of the State. Like other 
States it also has a few who let selfish 
political motives dictate their votes. 


The voter often is confused, or apa- 
thetic, as to the traits that go to make 
up a desirable legislator. The “ideal legis- 
lator” series is designed to help the voter 
fix his sights 6n the kind of Representa- 
tive or Senator who would best represent 
the entire State in the General Assembly. 
We hope it will generate the kind of think- 
ing that will result in better representa- 
tion, and better government. 


A Different Sort of Rebuilding 


In Georgia, within the last year or so, 
there have been several one-day farm 
rebuildings, at Reinhardt College, for ex- 
ample, at Baxley, and elsewhere. 

Today there will be a farm working- 
over of a little different nature near Rock- 
mart. 

Whites and Negroes will join in exten- 
sive soil conservation practices on the 170- 
acre farm which supports the Sarah Mur- 
phy Home for Negro Children. Polk Coun- 
ty farm agencies and businessmen will co- 
operate in the project which is being fi- 
nanced by friends of the haven for Negro 
homeless. 

Sarah Murphy, daughter of an ex-slave

and a teacher in Polk County, started the 
orphanage in 1931 by taking into her own 
home six children whose mother died and 
whose father deserted them. 


Today there are 45 children at the 
Sarah Murphy Home and quarters are a 
little cramped. 


Those interested in Sarah Murphy and 
her Home expect the farm rebuilding to 
lead to increased interest and hence great- 
er support for this unique institution. 


We hope the conservation effort meets 
with the success it deserves. We commend 
the Polk Countians, white and Negro, who 
are co-operating toward that end. 


Tax Cut Brings In More Revenue 


The State’s lowering of the tax on “accounts receivable” will really pay off in additional funds— 
chiefly for cities and counties—this year. This is opening an entirely new field of taxation for all 
but about a half dozen counties. The Intangibles Tax Unit of the State Revenue Department is 
snowed under with returns being filed, and it is impossible to get a total figure at this time. How-

Time And then, it appeared, it was time for the speaker of the 
evening. A cuarming, nice lady made a generous intro- 
duction of the speaker. (“The speaker is going to speak to us 
on the meaning of Confederate Memorial’ Day.”) ‘The speaker, 
who had known the subject for days, had been mulling over it. 
What did audiences want to hear on Confederate Memorial Days? 
It would be easy to speak of ancient glories: to describe Pickett’s 
men waiting for the long advance through the wheat on the 
slopes of Seminary Ridge, before the guns began to find them; 
to speak of the plodding, reduced armies for whom every muddy 
and dusty road led to Appomattox after Gettysburg was done, and 
the battered forces had retreated back across the swollen, muddy 
Potomac. Then, with a quick tribute to America and the union 
it would be finished, pleasantly and with even a touch of the old- 
time oratory. Sated with familiar emotions the audience would go 
home to its firesides and speak well of it for days .. “such a 
fine tribute the other evening. Our speaker talked on the Con- 
federacy.” That would be simple and easy enough. 
The speaker began safely enough. He began 
General Lee with Gen. Robert E. Lee. But he did nct begin 
with the wartime General. He began with the vatient man in 
the old suit who was President of a small, almost-bankrupt school 
named for Gen. George Washington, and, years later, to be called 
Washington and Lee. The speaker began with the story of the 
lady who came to Gen. Lee one day and said, “General, I am 
teaching my sons to become good Virginians.” 
“Teach them to be good Americans, Madam,” said the tired, 
patient man, “not Virginians, but Americans.” 


Teachers begin with the war’s end, not with its years of 
courageous, dying struggle. He said it seemed best to begin with 
the time when the reconstruction was uprooted with the help of 
Northern industry which saw that it was corrupt and interfering 
with the expansion of trade and business into the but-lately- 
conquered region. This. was not, to be sure, a period of martial 
glory. But it was a very important one, in which the South was 
saved for the Union. 

In that time there were many magnificent men and women 
whose names shine forth from no pages of history; whose lives are 


unhonored and unsung save in small family groups or in old 


letters and diaries. 

They were the ones who, like Gen. Lee, set to work to teach 
that we must be first of all true Americans; that we must teach 
Americanism first of all. 


Success Their glory is as great, in a very real degree, as that 
of the brave men who fought and died for the Con- 
federacy. They saved us from remaining a true colonial colony. 
They prevented us from becoming a region of hostile, nonco-op- 
erating people—a sort of Alsace-Lorraine. It was not easy. It 
was never easy. But they did it. And today, while there is a lot 
of noise from those who exploit the old wrongs and injustices, the 
South is, because of them, truly American at its heart. 
Evils The speaker went on to talk of the old Ku Klux Klan, 
which was disbanded for all time by its founders because 
they found that rascals, ignorance, and men with vicious, design- 
ing minds used its robes and masks. It was revived as a scheme 
to make money and seek political power. The speaker pointed out 
that today in rural towns and counties the law often is ignored 
and flouted by the modern Ku Klux Klan which. the Government 
has designated as a subversive organization and that every time it 
flouts the law Communism and other enemies of America are 
assisted and encouraged and fear lies in men’s hearts.

This trading in eggs was, of 
course, dishonest, and every once in a while 
your parents, checking their grocery bill, would 
find down there far more eggs than they re- 
membered buying, and then there would be 
great trouble. 


Another trick of earning money was to 
get 35 cents for a haircut and go te the 
barbershop early and sit down and then sell 
your turn to grown folks from the country 
who were in a hurry. You could get from 
a dime to a quarter for your turn, and then 
if you the haircut instead of paying 
for it, you might finish up the afterneon with 
75 cents or a dollar cash money. 


So, remembering these things, I suddenly shut 


up and dug down for the rest of their allow-

Wagners Majestic Lohengrin 
Enthralls Attentive Full House

The overpowering majesty of Wagner’s “Lohengrin” last night awed another full- 
house audience and held it attentive through almost four hours of tender romance and 


stark tragedy. 


The second night audience of 5,000 was engrossed in the moving drama of the great 
Wagner opus, but the listeners lacked the spontaneous enthusiasm shown at the opening 


night performance of “Tosca.” 

Applause reached ovation pro- 
portions on only rare occasions 
and seldom interrupted the con- 
tinuity of the performance. The 
pnly exception was a vigorous 
demonstration for Mezzo-Soprano 
Blanche Thebom following her 
singing of the extremely vigorous 
@nd dramatic incantation, “En- 
tweihte Gotter! Helft jetzt meiner 
Rache!” in the second act. 

However, the audience was ver 
Gemonstrative at the conclusion of 
gcenes and acts. All of the stars, 
and there were many, were given 
enthusiastic applause nd recalled 
for several curtain bows. 

One of the most élaborately 
staged operas presented here dur- 
int recent years, “Lohengrin” was 
truly a spectacular offering. It was 
grand opera of the highest charac- 
ter, and the audience enjoyed it. 

Colorful costumes, massive and 
impressive settings inspiring and 
moving choral singing, easy-mov- 
ing drama and great singing by 
a sextet of stars marked the per- 
formance throughout. 

And the work served as a debut 
piece for two Met stars who made 
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Mrs. Harold Cooledge 


their first Atlanta appearances 
last night. Astrid Varnay, who 
doubled the celebration by observ- 
ing her. birthday, made her At- 
lanta bow as Elsa, and Set Svan- 
holn sang the title role. Both 
made lasting impressions on their 
first Atlanta audience. 

A lovely an dfresh “Elsa,” Miss 
Varnay. essayed her role with ease. 
Her voice was effective both in 
restrained passages and ‘nthe 
powerful and dramatic climaxes. 
Her unusual dramatic ability made 
the role a natural for her. 

Svanholm, who like Miss Var- 
nay is a native of Sweden, was a 
convincing “Lohengrin.” His big 
tenor voice and his acting were 
both .of heroic stature as demand 
by the score. 

Miss Thebom, as the evil “Or- 
trud” also was a standout in the 
cast, and was one of the top 
actresses on the stage.

Varnay Birthday Fete 


Dazzles 400 Devotees

Four hundred Atlanta opera devotees were late to 
Astrid Varnay’s birthday party last night. But, the dazzling 


Wagnerian soprano, who underwent an emergency appen- 


dectomy only a month ago, didn’t seem to mind at all. 

The birthday party was in the form of the Met's 
spectacular production of Wagner’s “Lohengrin,” second 
presentation of the gay and colorful 1950 season. Miss Var- 
nay was 31 years old yesterday, the youngest soprano ever 
to sing a lead in a Wagnerian opera. 


The latecomers were hundreds 
of ticket holders who were un- 
able to penetrate the heavy 
Peachtree Street traffic. Many 
consumed more than an. hour 
trying to negotiate the final 10 
blocks to the Fox Theater, Oth- 
ers were caught napping when 
the first curtain came down. 
The theater lights went down 
promptly at 8 p. m. and hun- 
dreds were forced to stand in the 
lobby until the first scene had 
been completed. 

But, after the first act had 
been sung, hearts were gayer in 
the theater lobby and especially 
backstage, where Manager Ed- 
ward Johnson, who relinquishes 
his post after this season, led the 
entire Met company in congratu- 
lating Miss Varnay on her re- 
turn to the cast after the illness. 

Mr. Johnson and Jackson P. 
Dick, President of the Atlanta 
Music Festival Association, Inc., 
presented the soprano star with 
a handsome birthday cake. She 
succeeded in extinguishing every 
candle on the cake with the first 
“barbarian breath.” She said 
she forgot to make a wish in the 
excitement that is tradition at 
the Met. Johnson, Dick, Set 
Svanholm and Blanche Thebom 
joined in singing “Happy Birth- 
day.” 

Some observers said the dazzle 
and splendor of the Monday 
opening had flickered, but 
ermine and white ties and tails 
were still in evidence as Atlanta, 
the Met’s “favorite city,” filled 
every seat with cheering opera 
lovers. Others observed that 
“Lohengrin,” one of the most 
timeconsuming and “heavy”

opéras in the Met’s repertoire, 
attracted hundreds of *teen-agers 
to the giant theater. The young- 
sters were outfitted in sartorial 
splendor, however. 

The scene backstage was, as 
usual, one of excitement and 
commotion. But, there was one 
person there who refused to let 
his feathers be ruffled by the 
clatter of swords, demands of 
the stars for attention and the 
necessity of all principals to be 
conveyed on one elevator to the 
stage floor. He was Adolf “Pop” 
Senz, who has been make-up 
artist at the Met for 52 years. 

“T have made-up such stars as 
Caruso, Rosa Ponselle; Grace 
Moore. This is all in a day’s 
work for me. When it is over 
each Summer, I go to my Sum.- 
mer home in. Lake Champlain 
and, fish,” said the beloved 82- 
year-old master makeup man, 
as he reached up to adjust a 
steel helmet on the head of 
Svanholm. 

Regardless of the lateness of 
the crowd, the performance was 
a success in the mind of Mr. 
Johnson, who left his loge seat 
shortly before the final curtain 
to return to the stage and con- 
gratulate each of the singers as 
they departed via the wings. 

“Atlanta is such a wonderful 
city,” said the silver-haired Man- 
ager of the Met. “Nowhere else 
in the country do we get a re- 
ception like we are accorded 
here.” 

The stars were treated to a 
taste of genuine Southern hos- 
pitality at a gala party at the 
Capital City Club later.

The two books are of an entirely different nature. His “Base- 
ball Book” is directed at the young buck, a sort of a textbook of 
the game. “My 66 Years” is exactly what is says—an autobiog- 
raphy of the Mack career that started around midnight Dec. 22, 1862. 


Casey Swings Again Each has its place on the market, but 


it seems that Messrs. Winston and 
Knopf might have given the public a breathing spell between edi- 
tions. Since they have been so bold as to invite preference, I'll 
accept. I take the Winston production, “Connie Mack’s Baseball 
Book,” and I'll tell you why. It is a sprightly blend of how to 
play the game and stories of how Mr. Mack has seen it played. 
“My 66 Years” stoops to the treacherous trick of ‘filling nearly two 
pages with “Casey at the Bat,” and for one, I’ve heard about how 
Casey struck out ten trillion times. 


Another noose around the figurative neck of “My 66 
Years” was strung by Author Mack himself. Along about 
page five he states clearly that he has finally made retire- 
ment plans. “For many years,” he writes, “the sports writers 
have been speculating about when I will retire from base- 
ball... you have to make the break some time and this 
1950 season seems to be the most logical] time.” e took 
the logical step of selecting son Earle as his successor. 


Barle, however, will have to wait up a spell. When Mr. Mack 
was in Charlotte with his Athletics earlier this month, he said 
that he had changed his mind. He wouldn’t retire after all. The 
wire services paid it little heed, until the old gent got home. Then, 
the day before his book went on sale, Mr. Mack said it again. He’d 
changed his mind. “You can discount what the book says,” he said 
« «I am not going to retire.” 


For the baseball businessman, there’s an interesting section in 
“Baseball Book” about how the talent comes up in the raw. Pepper 
Martin, he says, hopped a freight to get his trial with the Cardi- 
nals, then in 1931 stole a prospective third successive World Series 
out of the author’s mitts. Clark Griffith, the pioneer in the Latin 
trade, first. did some casting in that field in 1910, when he ran the 
Cincinnati Reds.
